CONGRESSMAN  FRANK  ANNUNZIO 
WHAT  COSTS  $20  MILLION  AND  CANNOT  BE  USED? 

The  Treasury  Department  is  preparing  to  spend  up  to 
$20  million  to  develop  a counterfeit  deterrent  that 
cannot  be  seen,  smelled,  felt,  heard,  or  tasted.  "It 
will  not  deter  counterfeiting.  It  will  not  increase  the 
detection  of  counterfeit  notes.  All  it  will  do  is  waste 
$20  million . " 

The  Federal  Reserve  reported  two  years  ago  to  the 
Subcommittee  on  Consumer  Affairs  and  Coinage  that  it 
detects  virtually  all  counterfeit  notes  that  enter  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Banks.  Yet,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing,  which  prints  all  United  States  currency,  will 
request  proposals  for  providing  a so-called  "covert" 
or  "high  level"  counterfeit  deterrent.  This  deterrent 
would  add  a secret  element  to  our  currency  which  only 
Federal  Reserve  banks  would  have  the  capability  to  de- 
tect. Up  to  400  detection  machines  could  be  required 
at  a cost  of  as  much  as  $50,000  each. 

"Since  the  sophisticated  machinery  and  expert  curren- 
cy examiners  at  the  Federal  Reserve  banks  already  detect 
virtually  all  counterfeits  sent  to  the  Federal  Reserve 
banks,  the  expenditure  of  $20  million  will  not  increase 
the  detection  or  enhance  the  authentication  of  U.S. 
currency . "

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NATIONAL  BANK  NOTE  VICE

The  national  bank  notes  issued  by  The  Chandler  Nation- 
al Bank  of  Lyons,  Kansas  portray  a unique  characteristic. 
1 he  signature  of  the  vice-president  replaces  the  usual 
presidents  signature.  This  is  the  only  known  occurence 
of  a bank  officer's  signature  other  than  the  president 
or  a cashier  on  a small  size  national  bank  note. 

The  bank  was  chartered  in  March  1934  with  a capital  of 
$50,000  and  charter  # 14048.  It  was  a privately  owned 
bank  and  C.Q.  Chandler  was  the  president.  His  two  sons 
were  also  bank  officers.  C.J.  Chandler  was  the  vice- 
president  and  W.W.  Chandler  was  the  cashier.  C.Q.  Chand- 
ler wanted  to  have  the  signatures  of  both  of  his  sons  on 
the  national  bank  notes.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  he 
had  to  abandon  his  right  to  sign  the  notes.  His  request 
was  granted  by  the  government.  When  looking  at  one  of 
these  notes  it  appears  that  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  typed  the  word  "VICE"  after  C.J.  Chandler's 
signature  and  copied  this  onto  the  signature  overprint- 
ing plate . 

The  Chandler  National  Bank  of  Lyons  isdued  only  $5  and 
$10  Type  2 National  Bank  Notes.  Final  serial  numbers 
were  A006470  for  the  $5  notes,  and  A002430  for  the  $10 
notes.  The  bank's  last  shipment  of  notes  from  the  comp- 
troller of  the  Currency  was  on  May  31,  1935.  National 
Bank  Notes  were  last  issued  for  any  bank  in  July,  1935.

ON  THE  COVER 

The  term  "Greenback"  for  United  States  paper  money 
originated  with  the  issue  of  the  Demand  Notes  of  1861. 

These  Demand  Notes  are  the  first  and  earliest  issue  of 

► 

United  States  currency  as  we  know  it. 

They  were  issued  in  denominations  of  5,  10,  and  20 
dollars  only,  and  were  authorized  by  the  Congressional 
Acts  of  July  17  and  August  5,  1861.  All  notes  bear  the 
first  date,  "Act  of  July  17,  1861"  and  also  the  addition 
al  date  of  "August  10,  1861",  which  is  probably  the  day 

the  notes  were  first  issued  to  the  public. 

Demand  Notes  are  unique  in  United  States  Currency,  in 
that  they  alone  bear  neither  the  Treasury  Seal  nor  the 
actual  names  of  the  Treasurer  and  Register  of  the  Treas- 
ury. They  also  have  the  serial  number  imprinted  only 
once.

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LARGE  SIZE  FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTES 

by  William  Mross  #2101 


These  notes  were  enabled  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Act 
passed  in  late  1913,  and  made  their  first  appearance  on 
November  16,  1914.  They  were  issued  by  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment to  each  of  the  12  Federal  Reserve  Banks  and  from 
there  passed  on  to  member  banks  and  the  public  in  turn. 
Their  obligation  was  gauranteed  by  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  not  by  the  individual  banks  of  the  system 
(as  was  the  case  with  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes). 

While  in  theory  they  were  not  secured  by  anything  save 
the  government's  promise  to  pay,  they  were  secured  by 
bonds  of  one  kind  or  another  in  practice  --  the  exact 
security  mechanism  was  flexible.  The  notes  were  legal 
tender  for  all  purposes.  Their  printed  obligation 
clause  read  that  they  were  redeemable  in  gold  at  the 
U.S.  Treasury  in  Washington  D.C.,  or  in  gold  or  lawful 
money  at  any  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 

The  large  size  notes  came  in  two  series  - 1914  & 1918 
the  former  contained  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50,  and  $100  de- 
nominations and  the  latter  consisted  of  high  dollar 
amounts  ($500,  $1000,  $5000,  and  $10,000).  There  were 
four  signature  combinations:

Two  major  varieties  are  seen  in  the  $5-100  Series 
1914  notes.  They  are  Red  Seal  and  Blue  Seal.  The  for- 
mer of  these  had  the  Treasury  Seal  and  Serial  Numbers 
printed  in  red  ink  (like  legal  tender  notes  of  the  time) 
and  the  latter  had  these  devices  appear  in  blue  ink 
(like  silver  certificates  of  the  period).  All  Red  Seals 
bear  Burke  and  McAdoo  signatures  and  are  quite  striking 
in  appearance.  The  Blue  Seals  have  a blander  appearance 
and  can  bear  any  of  the  four  signature  combinations. 

Red  Seals  are  appreciably  scarcer  because  they  were 
issued  for  only  about  2 1/2  years  versus  about  12  years 
for  the  Blue  Seals  (until  the  1929  switch  in  currency 
size  etc.).  The  reds  also  circulated  heavily  in  the 
early  1930s.  The  reason  for  the  change  was  that  the  red 
ink  used  came  from  Germany.  American  involvement  on  the 
Allied  side  of  World  War  I commencing  April  6,  1917, 
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cut  off  the  supply  and  the  blue  ink  from  another  source 
was  substituted.  This  entire  series  is  not  heavily  coll- 
ected — the  Red  Seals  motivate  more  interest  than  the 
Blue  Seals.  There  are  also  three  varieties  throughout 
the  series  that  involve  the  size  and  placement  of  the 
number  and  letter  designation  of  each  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  (e.g.  1-A,  2-B,  3-C,  etc.)--  principally  in  the 

lower  left  corner  of  the  notes.  It  may  be  large  (like 
that  in  the  upper  right  of  the  bills),  small  (like  that 
appearing  in  the  other  corners),  or  large  and  more  to 
the  side  (instead  of  at  the  bottom)  of  the  Federal 
Reserve  Seal .

Star  notes  are  known  for  all  denominations,  but  they 
are  hard  to  come  by.  Their  prevalence  diminishes  as  the 
denomination  of  the  note  rises,  as  would  be  expected.
